General Smuts’ unfailing 
advocacy of Zionism, ever 
since the days of the First 
World War. when he took a 
major part in the formule- 
tion of the policy which pro- 
duced the Balfour Declara- 
tion and in the actual word- 
ing of that momentous do- 
cument, is in line with his 
advocacy of the League of 
Nations as a means to re- 
building the world after one 
catastrophe and of the Unit- 
ed Nations after the second 
catastrophe, and it is not by 
chance that he took a lead- 
ing part in the drafting of 
the Charters of the two in- 
ternational organizations.
